theve tocay signed 8. 1, "The Uniform Relocation Assistance and Land 
Acyuisitioa Policies Act of L970.) This bill exo vides for the uniform and 
equitable treatment of persons displaced from their homes, businesses, or 
Scrms by Federal and federally assicied programs and it establishes 
uniform and equitable land acquisition policies for these prograrns. This 
segiglation is the culmination of lengthy and extensive efforts by beth the 
executive and legislative branches of Government to assure that all 
persons diuplaced by programa financed by the Federal Government would 
se treated alike and fairly. 


Tais legislation is necessary to eliminate the sexious inconsistencies that 
exist between Federal and federally assisted programs with respect to the 
amount and scope of pay:ments, cther assistance provided, and assurances 
of housing offered. It nrovides fora fair program for relocation payments, 
aavisery assistance, asousantie int compearacie, decent, safe, and Sandtiagy 
replacement housing will be swailable for displaced pergons prior to 
disclacement, economic adjustments, and other ascistance to owners and
